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Memphu the principail citie of that Realme; Pharas with 
ſupport of Gatbelus vanquiſhed and ouercame the C/E£1hij- 
opi-ns in a moſt dangerous batteil, And Gathelns valiamly 
vanquiſhed and wanne their principall citie called /Heroe. 
Afcer this great viRtory, he being a lulty perſon, frong of 
body,and of a great ſpirir, wan great fayour with the King 
and his familiars, that the Kings daughter SC OT A was 
ginen in marriage vato Gathelus, with many !ands,Shortly 
aftcr Pharas died, and another Pharas (ucceeded ; who 
oppreſi che [ſraclites with grear feruitude and tyranny. Ga- 
thelns abhorring fuch cruelty,conferring withMoys t s; 
alſo hauing reſpons of the Oracles of Egypt, was foreſcene 
of the plagues to come ypon Egypt, made prouition for all 
things neceffary for ſayling , and rooke ſhipping with his 
wife Scota,his valiant Grecians,and many Egyptians from 
the riucr Nilus, the yeare of the world 24 5 3. After long 
fayling and trauell he arrived at the land of Numidia , be- 
ing topped to land, he pulled vp failes, and with dange- 
rous and painfull pafſage through the Straites, he landed in- 
one part of Spaine then called Luſitnria, by his arcjuall cal- 

| ked Portgathel,now Portingall :at his landing the olde in- 
habitants came againſt him with arraycd battell, whom he 
vanquiſhed, He builded one Citie vpon the river ſunda, 
then called Brachare,now called Barſolona, Then after he 
came into the North part of Spaine, now calicd Gatcia ;- 
where he builded a citie called Brigance, now Compaſtella, 
where he reigned with Princely dignity , and inflitured 
lawes,and named his people Scottes,, after his wife Scotat 
for {he had born vnto him two ſormes twinnes, Hinem 
andHE wrc vs. Hebroughtwith himfrom Egype the 
marble farall chaire, which was trapſported ts Ircland, and 
io Albion, now called Scotland ; wherein al}their Kings 
were crowned, vnti] the tre of King Edward the firfl, who 
tranſported the whole ancient regalf monuments of Scot- 
land. with the marble farall chaire to Weſtminſter , where 
it.xcraineth to this day :

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T he Scots ſhall brooke that Realme,as natine ground, 
(1f words faile not )where ener this chare is found: 
Gatbelus (xcting in his marble chaire within this citie of 
Brig ance,gouerned his people with Princelydignity peace- 
ably,and inflicuted Jawes. And ſeeing his people encreaſe 
with ſuch great multitude, and not willing to violate the 
bande,made with the old inhabitants , being informed by 
. diuers expert cxplorators , that there was an Ifle oppoſite 
to Spaine on the North, with a rude people inhabited , ha- 
uing no lawes nor manners. Therefore he brought all the 
ſhippes he could ger with expedition to the nexc Sea port, 
with ſufficient prouifion, with Hiber and Hemicns,accdm- 
panicd with yaliant warriours , and ordeyned Hiberto be 
Admirall to paſſe the ſaid Ile, which they obeyed: & hoi- 
Ring ſay les with fortunate windes, arriued the fift day after 
in the ſaid Iſland, Immediately landing , their people then 
pitched their Tents on the next trenches. The rude inha- 
bitants amazcd at the arrjuing and landing ef ſuch a mul- 
titude of warriours, fledde with their catte}l and goods in- 
to their Cauernes. Hyber commannding certaine of his 
warriours to pafle forth; and if the inhabtanes would bee 
willingly ſubdued , no ſlaughter to be committed vpon 
them, The inhabitants being brought as priſoners to the 
Admirall,and ſeeing him mercitull,rendred themſclues and 
their goods: and he recciued them with ſuch beneuolence, 
that he ſuffered the olde inhabitants to encreaſe with his 
people,vnder one name and [awe , and called the land Hi. 
bernia,now Ireland. Hiber returning into Spaine, left his 
brother Himecns with a lirong garriſon of valiant warri- 
ours, With wiucs and children to inhabite the land , and to 
holde the ſame vnder obedience and ſubretion.. Ar his 
returne into Spain his father being deceated, he ſucceeded 
Ki1g,and augmented his Empire, and conquered ſundry 
lands from the Spaniards, having with him at all times a 
irong guard of valiant men. By his ruiſſÞaace and chial- 


ric he fubdued the people in ſuch manner, that he was liol-

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den iv great efljmation 2nd reverence, rhat they were con= 
firayned to ſecke his peace ; the land being named after 
Hiber, Hiberia: the Scots and olde inhabitants pgicw vn- 
der one name and bloud with ſuch tender and friend)y be - 
neuolence (not remembring of old inivrics) each one wit- 
ling to defend his neighbour(as wellin peace as warres) as 
his brother or father. Of Htber deſcended by long pro- 
preſſion, a great poſterity Jinca}ly ſucceeding, amongſt 
whom were many noble and famous Kings ; hewbeit the 
whole number of! chem are not extant, 

H1MEcvs gouerned Ireland in great ſelicity ju- 
Rice, and tranquility, both the Scots and the oJde inhahbj. 
rantsduring his life time. Immediatly after his deccaſe, a- 
roſe an odious controverfie betweene the Scottes and the 
olde inhabitants for the gouernement, everynation con- 
trending to haue a gouernovr of their owne blood, which 
contention enduring long time, at laſt they created tws 
Gouernors, betweene whom was continuall batcels and 
orcatſlaughter on eyther ſide , through ambition and bur- 
ning deſire ro be ſole Gonernor of all Ireland, Aﬀer long 
and dangerous battels,the rwo pcople broken with ſundr 
diſpleaſures;were conſtrained to take peace ; howbeit che 
ſame endured but a ſhort time , each one of thempurſuing. 
other with bartell ; and yet they dwelt many yeares t5ge- 
ther, by enterchange of peace and warres; while at the liſt 
the Scots ſufferiag many iniuries, ſerttheir Embafſador to 
METELL1v5s,wko was then King 'of the Scottes in 
Spainc,defiring to haue ſupport againfithe td inhabirants 
of Ircland,declaring them to bea rude wilder people,impa- 
tient to ſuffer any Empire bone them; $o that the Scots 
can have notranquility , vnleſfe the ſaid people were the 
more ſpeedily tamed and ſubdued, Fhis forcfaid meſſage 
was the more acceptable to the King ©Metettins: for it

of valiant men tato Ireland , where they with right dange=- 
rous battels vanquiſhed the olde inhabitants, and brought 
them vader ſubieRion. Hermenens returning into Spaine, 
left bis two brethren to gouerne the land , who youerned 
the ſame long time after in great tranquility and iuflice, 
mlituring lawes, and infiructed the Priefis to make infence 
and ſacrifice in the ſame manner as the Egyptians vſed : fo 
both the people encreaſed many yeares- in great felicity , 
peace and riches during the Gouernement of Pts/omens 
and Htbert,and long aftertheir deceaſe.But too greatpro- 
ſperity engendreth evill mauers,and cauleth men.to worke 
often diſpleaſures vpon themiſelues, findipg noforraigne e- 
nemics to inuade them at home, The people after long: 
peace were diuided for the gouernement ,.contending for 
the ſame with great rigour andſlaughter on both fides, vn- 
till the one had almoſt vtterly deſtroyed the other , ifthey 
had not beenreconciled by a noble man, named Thanans, 
principall Ambaſiadour,ſent by the King,theuraigning o- 
uer the Scots in Spaine(reioycing of the felicity 59m, 
to his friends)and to cauſe them by his prudent copſulta- 
. tion,to eacreaſe rogether ynder one minde, Thanans be- 
ing aprudentman , bearing nuturall affeRion to both the 
parties,perſwading them 2t ſundry conuentionsto remoue 
all contention,and to ele one(whom they thought moſt 
expedient) to be their King , and to be obedient- ro himin 
all their gouernment. Through this perſwafion the whole 
people had ſuch feruent defireto haveone King, that all 
olde iniurics being forgotten, they appointed T.hanaus to 
ele a King, whom he thought molt expedient ) andhee 
ſceing their mindes willing to have anuturall Kiny, decla-- 
ring to themthat there is in Spaine a noble Prince of great. 


{cuerity and iuſlice,named $3 1 © NB RE x,well accuſto- 
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med with your lawes ,and lineally deſcended from the an- 
cient King CMetellizs,whom he thought molt firteft to be 
their King. The whole people hearing the name of S 1- 
MON BREx,were well contentto haue him their King, 
becauſe that name was cſficemed very fortunate in thoſe 
dayes.. Then after with conſent of the whole people, Am- 
bafladours were ſent into Spaine,to requeſi the ſaid Simon 
co come into Ireland, to be their King. Hee knewing by 
graue aduiſement the intent of the Ambaſladours, prouj- | 
d da great Fleete of Ships with all things neceflary , and 
finally by proſperous windes arriued in Ircland, where hee 
was olemaly receiucd, and crowned in the chaire of Mar- 
ble, which he brought our of Spaine , eſteemed as a moft 
rich jewel in thoſe dayes; from the beginning of the world 
314.From the floud of Noah 1658.

RorTuts a ywasthe firſt King that brought Scots 
with him into eA/bion. The firſt Iſle that he inhabited he 
called after his owne name Retheſay, the reminent Iſles 
were called Hebredes:; after Hiberthe eldefi ſonne of Ga- 
| thelus 
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thelus. Rotheſcy hearing the death of his father Nathaſil, 
returned into Ireland,and was there crowned King, The 
2eare that Scots were broupi:t out of Ireland: into A4lbien, 
was from the Empire of S:z»on Breck in Ircland 215. yeares; 
from the beginning of the world 3530. The Scors ſpread 
in \undry parts of eA/6ie», lying farrc North, and inhabi- 
ted many Ifles. The firftpart that they tooke poſſeſſion of 
was named Ardgael.trom Gatheins, which now is called 
Ardgile. They being diuided into ſundry Tribes, elefted 
certaine Captaines toeurry Tribe , ro gouerne them both: 
in peace and warre, hauing the name of their Captaine in 
great reverence, {wearing by their names ; which cuſtome 
was long obſerued in thoſe Ifles and the high lands. Then: 
aftcr about x50. yeares, a baniſhed people named Pickes, 
came foxth of Denmarke to-{carcha dwelling place, and 
after they were inhibited to land in Fraunce, Britaine, and 
Ireland. They landed in e/b:0n , firftin Orknay , of olde 
calledihe olde Realme ofthe Pickes. The Seas betweene 
Orkzay and Caitbnes is called Pemlend Firth , & the lands 
now called Lowheane(was of old called Pent/and)gfter the 
name of the Pickes, Then after they came into Caitbnes, 
Ros, Murray, /Aerms, Angns,Frffe and Lomtheane, and cx- 
pelled all the olde inhabitants. They were a.Ciuill people 
rightingenuous an dcrafty both in peace and warres, Af- 
terrcheir planting in the aforeſaid parts, they eleeda King 
tro gouerne them, and hold them in juſtice, and gnade grear 
policy in building of munitions, townes,and Caftles. And 
becaule they knew all people , withour ifſue to ſucceede,. 
ſhould periſh, they ſent their Ambafladours tothe Scots, 
to haue their daughters in marrisge,ſhewing(though they 
were of flrange blood) they ſhould not be ſo ſmally regar- 
ded , ſccing they wihno leſſe prudence then manhood 
haue ſufiained incredible dangers both by Sca and land. 
And now lately conquered (through the beneuolence of: 
the Gods)rightplenteous.Jands with ſuch.peace and tran- 


quility,that no other people may claime them by reaſon: 
tufting: 
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Truſling ſurely(ifthe Gods ſupport them ) by their owne 

induſtry to be equall to any their A both in peace 

and warre, Furtherif the Scots condeſcended to their ho- 

nourable deſires, it mightbe they encrealing together(ſo 

irong ynder one bloud ) that they might relilt the fury of 
their enemies the better,when it hapned them tobe inua- 

ded. This Ambaſlage was not pleaſant to the Scots at the 

firſt,thinking it vaworthy to haue any ſociety or marriage 

with an vakgowne and baniſhed _ but by grauec ad- 

uiſement,, and being profeundly refolued , and finding 

themſclues as yet not able to refit the force of the Bri= 
taines their olde enemies, they determined to giue their 

daughters to the Pickes in marriage,and to haue a band of 
peace with thern, with conditions that euery one of them 

ſhall enioy the lands which perteyned vnto them before 

the marriage, and to concurre together with their whole 

puifſance,as oft as they were inuaded by enemies. Any that 

did offence to any of them ſhould be reputed as enemy to 

them both. And as often as the Crowne of the Pies 

ſhould come in queſtion for lacke ofan heire, the King to 

be elected of the neereſt ofthe womans bloud. Theſe con- 
ditions accepted on all fides, the Scots gaue their daugh- 
ters in marriage to the Pictes, The Britaines ſuſpeRing 

this marriage,and dreading the encreafing ofthis confede- 
rate people vnder one bloud in ſhort time, that neyther 

might the Þritainesfor the time preſent, nor their potterity 

refit the puiſlance of theſe two vnired people.Therforebe- 

ing minded to deſiroythem both, and to inuade them with 

fraudulent fleights , rather then with any force of batrell, 
And ſending their Ambaſladorus to the Pies, allured the 
Pictes to violate their band with the Scots. By great per- 
{waſion & crafty dealing of the Britains,the band was diſ. 
{olued;& mouing occaſion of battel againſt the Scots,com- 
maded by general edit,noScots to befound in their boiids 
at a prefixed day, vnder paine of death, The day being ex- 
- pired , all Scots within their bounds were killed without 
mercy, 
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mercy,as breakers of their lawes.;:The Scots impatient to - 
ſuftaine ſuch iniurics,killed as manyof the Pictes ; ſo there 
\ followedcontinuall killing and murder on all fides, not re- 
garding affinity, bloud, time,nor pl ce.:In thismanner the 
peace diſſoJued, the Pites denounced battell ro the Scots: 
thea after followed continual) incurſions and tauafions. on 
eyther parties. The Scots aſſembling in Aragiel, wereſutf 
hcient ly reſoJucd, that the battel] that they were to holde, 
was not onely againſt the Pictes , bur alto againlt the Bri- 
taines, Therefore ir was agreed,to tend their Ambaſſadors 
to their ancient progenitors and triends in Ireland, to baue 
their ſupport and counfaile in this moſi dangerous matter, 
and for that plurality of Captaines (as often occurreth) rai- 
ſeth ſedition: the belt is to cle one to hauc Empire aboue 
the reſt, by whoſe manhood and counſaile , they might de- 
fend their liues and liberties, againſt a falle and periured 
people,inuading them without any occalion, The Ambal- 
{adours beivg direRed to Iteland , complained of the wic- 
ked offence done by the Pictes, and defired ſupport. 
FERQVHARDVS( thenbeing King ofthe Scots in 
Treland ) greatly moued for the dilpleaſure done to his 
friends in Alb:0n,ſfent his ſonne. 
FERGvS1vsSawiſeandyaliant Prince, with many 
valiant ſouldiers,and to giue them the more eſperance,and 
aſſurance of permanent and good fortune, hee ſent with 
them the fatall Marble chaire, Fergufivs was the more 
pleaſantly receiued by the Scots of e/biow, becaule their 
Common-wealth ay hn" to great danger , by a moſt 
perillous apparant battell, Then-after 2 Councell was 
called in eAragiel,where Fergnſius madea large Oration , 
and acccptable Speech. Therefore by graue conſultation, 
they condiſcended to be gouerned byEmpire of one King, 
| as wellinpeaceas in anytrouble appearing againſi their 
enemies. Furthermore to remoue all ſuſpition of hatred 
(becauſe every Tribe defired, a King of thejr owne linage) 
they elced Fergn/ins,both for his _— bloud, and _ 
is 
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kis excellent vertues gvibe their King: moreouer he was ſo 
approued in martiall deedes and iuftice , that no Capraine 

of the Tribes might be any wayes compared ynto him, 
FER Gvs1 v $thefirſt King of Scots ( in Albion,now 
called Scotland)ſonne to Ferqwhard King of Ireland, was 
crowned in the tatall Marble Chaire , which hee brought 
with him(by reſpons of the Gods)to eflabliſh his reigne in 
Scotland. The yeare from the creation of the world 364r. 
Beforethe comming of Chritt 3 30.In the firſt yeare of the 
112.0hmpiade. In the 421. yeare after the buildmg of 
Roune,abourt the beginning of the third Monarchy, When 
Alexander the great vanquiſhed Darinsthe laſt Monarch 
of Perſia, in the reigne of Chimarns King of Britaine, 
the King employed his whole minde to reſiſt the injury of 
this battell, moued by the Pies; hee calling all the Cap- 
tains,ordeyned them to þeprepared with forty dayes pro. 
viſion, To paſſe with him, he made an greement and con- 
cord among(tall his Nobles and Captaines , commanding

in which 'was a vedde Lion Rampant in afictde ofpotde, 
whilftthe Scots and Pies were In array in each others 
fight : rhe armie of Britaines loodiin army fo, denifing

This ſubrill Neight was diſcovered to: King Fergs- 
firs by a banithedBritaine,throvph which both the armics 
mouecd 'no.lefle by feare ofenemies,then by their own pro- 
per damage, projonged the barte}|: certajne'Gayes, Kin 
Ferguſrus defiring communication with the King of Pits, 
who willingly with ſome of bis Nobles, had communicati- 
on a longtime together,after long conference , and delibe- 
rate confultation with their Counſellors on both parties, 
and ruefull crying ofthe Pies wives, being the Scottes 
daughters, peace was finally conchided, betweene the two 
confederate pcople,vnder thefe condixions , redrefle of all 
injuries, being made on all parties. The Britaines ( mouers 
of this batraile)ſhall be repured enemies'torhern both ; all 
other charges to be at the pleaſure and will of the two 
Kings. And when any enemy occurred, that they aydtheir 
people ſhould conioine together, vnder oneminde and or- 
dinance. This peace being more ftronely corroborate, 
the Kings returned home. King Ferga/izs in a moſt dange- 
-rous battell,affifted by the Pies, vanquiſhed the Britains, 
whichtime King Coyl or Chimarus ( vnwarily kept by his 
Nobles ) was killed in the land after his name then called 
Coyl, now Kylein Scotland, After this viRtory the King 
called his whole Nobles and SubieCts to a general conuen- 
tion ; and hee making a large” and vlauſible Oration and - 
ſpeech,the Nobles and SubjeRts condiſcended and agreed, 
that King Fergnſins and his poſterity ſhould poſleſſe the 
Crowne of Scotland ; whereupon Charters and Euidences 
were graunted to him and his ſucefors for eucr. 

The Kingdome of Scotland'Being- confirmed to King 
Ferpnſins,his heyres and ſuceeffers, with deliberate coun= 
ſell of his Nobles, he divided the whole lands then inhabi- 
ted by the Scots amongſt his Nobles and Captaines of the 


Tribes by lots or cauils. The firſt lotchanced or fell vnto 
C95 Cornath, 
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Cornath,Captaine and his Tribe; the land of Caithnes , ly- 
ing ouer againfi Orkevey, betweene Dam misbye and the 
riuer of Thane: Secondly te Captaine Latorke the Jandes 
betweene the water of Thane & Neſſe, now calledRos. 
This Lutorke came with a band of valiant men , out of Ire- 
land with King Fergsfius into eAlbion. This land of Res 
lyeth in breadth from Cromarte to the water of Lochtie.1n 
this countrey was the famous Caſile of Y7quhart, of which 
the ruinous walles remaine in great admiration : Thirdly, 
to Captaine Warroth , the lands lying betweene Spey and 
Neffe,freom the Almaine to the Iriſh Seas, the people inha- 
birants of this part(after their Captaine)were called Wars, 
being ſeditious,they were expelled, and the Mwnrrayes pol- 
ſeſſed that land , and called the ſame land CIMmrray land: 
Fourthly,to Capraine Thals the lands of Boyne, eAynic, 
Bogewall,Gariot, Formartyn, and Bowquban, Thele landes 
werethen called vnder one name, Thalia by the name of 
their Captaine : Fiftly,to Captaine CMartach,all the lands 
of Marre, Badzenothand Loth Yuhabar, The fixth to 
Captaine Nonaxce, the landes of Lorne and Kyztier, with 
the high places and mountaines thereof, lying from arre 
tothe Iriſh Seas. The ſeauenth to Atholas the lands of 4- 
thole,tor he was deſcended of the Scots of Spain, and came 
out of Spaine into Ireland,and with Fergu/ius he came into 
Scotland. The eight to Creones and Epidithes, two Cap- 
taines of the Tries, the lands of Strabrawne and Braida- 
. ware, lying Well from Duankeld, The ninth to Captaine 
eArgathelas,the lands of eArague,his people were named 
Argatheles trom Gathelus their fir progenitour; but now 
they are called men of Arayile, The tenth to Captain 
L olgenas the lands of Lexenox and (liddi/dale. The ele- 
venth to Capraine Silarch,the lands of Silaria , which Re- 
S101 now digided into Kyle,Carrihe,and C unninghams-; 
the inbabijrants were right ingenuous and ſtrong. The 


tweifth tothe Brigandes,the lands of Brigance, now called 
Gollaway. |

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King Fergnſins after the dividing of theſe lands, he infti- 
tuted lawes to reprefle vice; he builded the Cafile of Fers- 
gone in Longhquhaber. Hepaſi the remanent of his dayes. 
in good peace with the Britaines and Pites, At thelalt 
he was elected as Tudge arbitrall to diſcerne vypon certaine 
high Controuerfies,chancing amongſt his friends in Ire- 
land. He accompanied with certaine of his Nobles , paſt 
into Ireland and pacified them of all matters, returning 
home, by a very dangerous tempeſt periſhed with all his 
Nobles that vere in hiscompany, vpon a rocke inthe Sea, 
called after his name Crargfergas, the five and twentieth 
yeare of his raigue, Inhis raigne was MM orimans King of 
Britaines, and Cruthnens Camelon King of Pictes , who 
builded vpon the water of { arro# the Citie of Camelon,the 
principall and firongeſt Citie of the Pites, which reſiſted 
the Romanes and Britaines, vntill that Kennerh King of 
Scotland(who exiled the Pictes out of Albion) brought it 
vnto vtter ſubuerſion, This Cruthneus Cameleon builded 
alſo the towne and Caſtle of Edinburgh , ſometime called 
the mayden Caflle for allthe noble young women of the 
Pies were nouriſhed, and learned in all skilfall labour of 
their hands,vntill they were ready to marry. 

Ferguſms departing this preſent life, as aforeſaid a con- 
vention was holden by the Nobles , for elefion ofa King, 
Aﬀeer a long diſputation and reaſoning, it was concluded 
by plaine conſent of Parliament,and enacted when it hap- 
ned their King to deceaſe , and having heyres gotten of his 
body,bcing children; the neereſt of rhe Kings bloud, and 
fitteſt to doe iuſtice, ſhall poſſeſle the Crowne for his time; 
after his death,the Kings ſonne ſhall ſucceed tothe crown 
without impediment, if he were able thereto - by the ſame 
ace it was prohibited children to be Kings, This cuſtome 
endured long time , which raiſed much diſcord in this 
Reca!me ef Scotland; for the fathers brother raigning in the 
minority of his Nephew,caft his chicfeft buſines to deſtroy 
lum.,and hkewiſe the Nephew to the fathers brothesfor

nuall killing of Kings and Nobles, tothe great damage of 
the Realme and Common: wealth, 

2 FeEz1THARIS brother to Ferga/ins, by the a- 
forciaid at, began his raigne rhe yeare of the world 3665, 
before the comming of Chriſt 305 .yeares,from the begin- 
ning of the raigne of Scotland 26. yeares: he was a good 
King and ſcuere Iuflicer, and was willing to have diſchar- 
ged himſelfe ofthe Kingdome, in fauour of Ferlegus, eldeſt 
ſonne to his brother Fergsfizs ; which his Nobles would 
not condiſcend vnto , becauſe of the Stature and ace of 
Parliament lately made , which continued vntill the time 
of the raigne of KingKz Ne T vsthethirdalmoſt 1205. 
years: he was killed by the aforeſaid Ferlegws the fifteenth 
yeare of his raigne, Ferlegas the murtherer, and all other 
participant with him being banifhed , were fugitives a- 
 mong the Pices,and finding no ſecurity of his life , he paſt 
into Britaine,where he ſpent the reſt of his dayes in grear 
miſerie. 

3 Ma1nyv s King Fergus ſecond ſonne , ſuceee- 
ded in the yeare of the world 3680. before Chrift 291. af- 
ter the beginning of the raigne 41 , He was a noble King,a 
good Infticiar; for he exerciſed ITuſtice aires, for repreſſing 
of treſpaflors,and ratified the old league with Crinus King 
of Pictes, 101ding geod peace with his confederates and 
Britaines. He died peaccably the nine and twentieth yeare 
of his raigne.

Caratacus returned to Dunſiaffage, Planeings dying at 
( amelon,Oftorims Scapnla was ſent by the Emperor in his 
place, whoafter ſundry rebellions ofthe Britaines conque- 
red them, he came withm the bounds of Scotland, (Carate- 
cx gathered a new armie of forty thouſand''raliam' men ;

Agricola remayning in Britaine eight yeares with 
his Romanes, had ſundry viRtorics againſt the Scots and 
Pics. Domitian the Emperour , enuying Agricolaes pro- 
ſpereus eſtate in Britaine , ſent haſtily letters for him ; at 
whoſe comming to Rome he was poyfoned by commaund 
of the ſaid Domniav. Gyvtnvs TABELLIvVS was 

made Gouernor of Britaine, diflention engendred amon 
the Romanes for the gouernement, King Corbredns ſur- 
named G a/d#s(being by bis explorators)aduertiſed hereof, 
came with a new armie of Scots and Pictes apainfi the Ro- 
manes: and finally their Captain with many Romans were 
killed. The Scots with the Pidts following the whole day; 
and killing them where they might apprehend them. The 
King aſlembling rhe Scottes and Pictes, parted the rich 
ſpoyle of their enemies amongft them as they had deſer- 
ued. Afterward the Scots and Pictes purſued cruelly in all 
parts the Romanes. The Romanes conuentins them, ele- 
&ed Chelas to be their Gouernour , there followed a moſt 
dangerous batrell , at laſtthe Romanes were vanquiſhed 
and purſucd with continuall killing ynto (aliden wood. 
The confederate Kings came with their armies into Bri- 
gance : the Romanes aflembled themſelues ia moſt feare- 
full orcinance , a company of Britaines ( ſent by CMarins 
thcir King,in ſupport of the Romances ) came to the confe-. 


derate- 
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derate Kings. There followed a terrible and bloudy bat- 
rell,the Romanes being yanquiſhed and compelled to re- 
tireto their Tents with great killing of them , defended 
their Tents with great manhood , vntill the night appro- 
ched.The Scots were vigilant all night,and attending chat 
their enemies ſhould not eſcape; others were making Fn- 
gines to breake downe their Tents, and Trenches, The 
Romanes ſceing ſo great preparation againli them, and no

valiant King Corbredus Galdins,canie to Epiake the princi-

the five and thirtieth yeare of his raigne : buried in Dun-

Hung us King of Piftes who bare to him one ſonne called 
Alpine , who after ſucceeded to be King of Scotland and 
right inheriteur to the King of Pies, King Achains be - 
ing aged died in peace , the 32. yearc of his raigne,buried 
in Icolmkill, 

66 ConGarlrtyvys Achbainscouſen germane, began 
hisraigne the yeare of the world 4789. in the yeare of 
Chriſt 819.after the rajgne 1149. a good and peaceable 
King. He died inpeace the fifc yeare of his rajigne , buried 
at Icolmkill, 

67 DoxGALTtvs Salwathimiſonne, beganne his 
raigne the yeare of the world 4794. the yeare of Chrilt 
$24.after the raigne 1154.2 valiant and good King , fen- 
ding his Ambafiadours to the Pictes atter the death of 
DonrsToLOGvs their King, killed by his brother E- 
ganns,who marrying his brothers wife Brr x xa,daugi- 
ter tothe King of Marches; who after murthered the ſaid 
Eganus in his bedde(notwithflanding his armed Guard)to 
revenge the murther of her firlti husband, The Scots Am- 
baſſadours at commaund and jn thenameof ALP 1Nvs 
King eAchaws ſonne,begotten betwixt him and Ferguſs- 
an,lifter 80 Hung late King of Pictes, The two brethren 
aforcſaid being murthered , without ſucceſſion , the right 


and title of the Crowne of PiRtes, ſucceeded by the Jaw of

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God and man: te the aforeſaid eAlpinus, Therefore defi- 


ring the Pictes ro accept him as their naturall Prince,both 
of Scotland and PiRs land : which they refuſing , elected 
FEREDEC H tobetheir King, The Scots Ambaſſadors 
dcnounced battell to the Pites, King DoxnGALTLvs 
preparing a great armie to paſſe againftthe Pictes , periſh- 
ed in a Boat paſſing over the water of Spey , the ſcucnth 
ycare of his raigne,buried in Icolmkill, 

68 ALPINvS Achains ſonne, began his raigne the 
yeare of the world 4801.the yeare of Chriſt 831. after the 
raigne 1161.2 valiant and good King, being right heire to 
the Crowne of Pictes, in a dangerous and cruell battell, 
killed Feredech their King : then after the Pictes elefted 
Br vopvy s his ſonne King, who was killed the firſt yeare 
by ſedition among the Pites. His brother KENNETH 
was made King, who comminy with an Armie againſt the 
Scots, rent off hiscoate armour , and was fugitive to the 
mountaines, where hee was ſhamefully killed by a Coun- 
tryman(not knowne who he was). The Pictes immediart! 
eleReda fierce and valiant PrinceBRvpvs,to be their 
King; who direfting Ambaſſadors to Alpinns, defiring 
peace,all matters to be redreffed , and the olde band to bee 
renued, King Alpinusanſwered that he would make no 
peace vntill the crowne of Pictes were deliuered ynto him 
as righteous inheritor, Brudas raited a great armie, and 
came ouer the bridge of Dwanxke/d to Anguſſe. The night 
afore the battel] he cauſed all the carriage men and women 
(that came with his armie )to ſtand in arrayed battell with 
linnen ſhirts aboue their clothes , with ſuch weapons and 
armour as they might furniſh for the time. This done, hee 
ordayned an hundred horſemen , to gouerne them , with= 
out any noylc or din ;in the next woode ; commaunding 
nene of them to come in fight vntill the battels were 
ioyned, 

King Alpinas was atthistimein a Caſile, which was 
fituate on a hill,not farre from Dundee,and beheld the Ar-

mie of Pites,marching forwards, incontinent he arrayed 
his Scots, thenthe battels ioyned with great ſlaughter on 
all parts, Immediatly the carriage men and women afore 
rehearſed, came mouing forwards vpon thebacke ofthe 
Scots ; who belieuing that a frefh armie of Pictes werets 
come againſt them (not looked for) at the laft the Scotres 
were fugitive : forthis hidden ſight before rehearſed, was 
the diſcomfiture of the Scots armie. The Pies followed 
with cruell killing of all they might ouertake. In this bat- 
rell was King Alpinus taken and beheaded. The place 
where he was beheaded,js called Paſalpin,that is, the head 
of Alpin ; his body was buried at Icolmkill, the third yeare 
of his raigne. After this great victory obtayned againft 
the Scots ,Bredws King of the Pies returned toCame- 
lon,and conuocated aCouncell, making their oathes neuer 
to defilt from battell, vntill chey had vtterly deftroyed the 
Scots,and made a Statute, what euer he was that wh 
to haue peace with the Scots, hee ſhould be beheaded. 
Some of the wiſe P1ctes, not allowing their oathes and 
Statutes, counfailed to vſe victory with meaſure ( wha 
were exiled)and came into Scotland. | 

69 KENNET HV Ss ſecundus ({urnamed the great ) 
ſucceeded his father Alpine the yeareof the world 804.in 
the yearc of Chriſt 834. after the beginning of yay cs 
of Scotland 1164.2 good and valiant King : he married the 
Lord of the Ifles daughter,who bare to him three ſonnes. 
The Pictes comming againſt the Scots, they contended a- 
moneft themſelues for a thing of nought : thus was their 
armie diuided,and many flaine ( vntill night ſeuered them 
King Brudus could not pacifie them; therefore hee wit 
the reft of his armie paſt home; and hee ſhortly after died 
for dilplcaſure, DoNSKEN his brother was elefted 
King,and redreſſed all injuries that he might. Three yeares 
continued ſundry incurſions on both parts, King Kenneth 
ſetling his wirs to defend his Realme , putting —_ ſoul- 
diers in all forts, adioyning to the borders of the PjRs, and 
3 com- 
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commaunded his people to be daily exerciſed in chivalry, 
to be ready again( euery trouble that might occurre, In 
the fourth yeare King Kexneth made a conuention of his 
Nobles, conſulting how hee might reuenge his fathers 
Naughtcr,and obtayne the crowne of Pictes(rightfully ap- 
pertayning vnto him), The ſcaſon of the yeare being ex- 
pedient to raiſe their armie, the Nobles not conſenting 
thereunto for the great ſlaughter lately made on their 
King and Nobles ; therefore the King conuenting all his 
Nobles,perſwading thery that hee had greater matters to 
propound. By ſolemne banquet within his Palace, he roy- 
ally entertayning them, vntill darke night : after they were 
brought to ſeueral chambers within the Palace: and when 
they were in profound ſlcepe, the King cauſed ſundry men: 
to paſſe to euery ſeucrall bedde(where the Nobles did lie) 
cladde with fiſh skinnes, hauing in their handesa Clubbe 
of Muſcane tree,which with the fiſh skinnes in the darke 
did ſhew a marueilous glaunce and light all at one time; 
each one holdipg in the other hands a bugle horne, and 
ſpeaking through the horne ( appearing to be no mortalt 
mans voice)did ſhew they were Angels tent by God to the 
Princes and Nobles of Scotland, to cauſe them to obey the 
deſires of the King ; for his deſire was fo juſt and right, that 
the PiRes for repulſe thercof ſhall be brought to ſuch ex- 
termination, that no puilance nor wiſedeme of man can 
refſt : their ſpeeches ended, they obſcured their clubbe and 
Skinnes vnder their cloathes ; their light vaniſhing at one 
time. The Nobles ſceing this vncouth viſion, were aſto- 
nifht, and tooke little refi that night: on the morrow ar 
their conuention,cach one declaring their viions, (all be. 
ivg at one time eonchuded firmely the ſame to be no fan 
balbue an heavenly vition ; afſuring them of viory and 
| 48/1 <A, the ſame to the King , who aſſured them 

that the ſame viſion appeared to him the ſamehoureChow-. 
belt he would not firli reucale i ) leaſt his Nobles ſhould 


eltceme him glorious. By generall Statute all able perſons 
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were commaunded ſufficiently prepared to meet the King 
on an appointed day. In two batrels the King being vito- 
rious againſt the Pictes,to their vtter extermination , King 
Donsken and all his nobles being killed, his ſword and coat 
armour, were ſent to Icolmkill in perpetuall memory. The 
Citic of Camelon after long aſlaulr, was ytterly deftroyed, 
and the Pies, men, wiues and children killed , after they 
had raigned in Albion 1181.yeares. King Kemneth inflitu- 
ted many good lawes , and brought the Gall claire from 
Aragielto Scone,adding the Realme of Piftes to his De- 
minion, This victorious King died the twentieth yeare of 
his raigne, buried in Icolmkill. 

70 DONALD vs quintus , Kennethus brother began 
his raignein the yeare of the world 4824. in the yeare of 
Chriſt 854. after the raigne 1184.avitious & odious King ; 
his people madeeffeminate by his vices and ſenſuall plea- 
ſures; his Nobles admoniſhins him to reforme his evill 
life; he continuing ſtill wichout reformation. The Pies 
that were fugitive amongſt the Engliſhmen , requeſting 
O-sbred and Ella,two great Princes of England, ro moue 
warres againfl the Scots :theſe rwo Princes, with Engliſh- 
men, Britaines, and Pictes, came into the vatres, where 
King Donaldm vanquiſhed them in a great battell at Ied- 
brugh. Donald right inſolent after this victory, cameto 
the water of Tweed with his Armie; and finding two ſhips 
laden with wines and vituals, which were taken and par- 
| ted amongſt his warriours, King Donald was giuen to ſuch 

yoracity and luſt of his wombe ( the whole Campe vſing 
the ſame )and being ful of Tauernces,Brothels and whores, 
followed dicing and carding , with contention and killing 
one another, King O-sbred being aduertiſed hereof, pre- 
par:ng a new armie,came ſuddenly on the Scots, and killed 
twenty thouſand,being without armour , full of wine and 
fleepe. And King Donald was taken in manner aforeſaid, 
and ledde through the countrey in derifion to all people. 
At which time King Osbred conquered great landes in 
Scot- 
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Scatland, aſſiſted by Britaines; ſo that Striuiling bridge 
was made marches to Scots, Britaines, and Engliſhmen, 
King Osbred cgined money in the Caſtle of Striuiling ( by 
whom the Striuiling money had fir(} beginning), King 
Donald being ranſomed,returned into Scotland, continu. 
ipg in his vitious and abhomipable life, He was taken by 
his Nobles,and impriſoned ; where hee deſperately killed 
bimlelfe the fift yeare of his raigne,buricd in Icolmkill. 

71 CONSTANTINV $ſecundus Kenneth lonne, 
began his raigne in the yeare of the world 4829. the yeare 
of Chriſt 859. after. the raigne 1189. a valiant King : hee 
matriedthe Prince of Wales his daughter : ſhe bare to 
him two fonnes and one daughter, Hee inflituted ſundry 
good lawes for Churchmen, and repreſſed all vitious vices 
engendred amongſt his {ubie&ts by Donald the Tycant, his: 
predeceſſor; ,iv whole. time FHangarand Hubba with a 
grear Fleete of Danes Janding in Fiffe , vied great cruelty ;. 
a ereat number of religious perſons being fugitiue in the 
Iſle of Maye, with e-£drien their Biſhop , were all crucl] 
tormented and killed by the vamercitull Danes. Conſtan- 
tive came with a great armic againlt Hubba, and vangqui- 
ſhed him. The Scots being .proude of this victory , and 
neoleQing thamſclues, there followeda cruell and deſpe- 
rate bactell ;at laſt the Scots were vanquiſhed, and King 
Conſtantme with his Nobles, and terf thouſand of his armie, 
53\ in the fifteenth yearc of his raigne.; buricd in Icolm-

$76.after the beginning of the raign of Scotland 1206. He

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was but two moneths olde when his father periſhedin the 
water of Spey,a valiant and greatly renowned Prince in . ll 
parts : he inſtituted good lawes fer his ſubies; and beivg 
vcry religious, ordeyned good lawes for Churches: and 
C hurcknien,and that all Kings his ſncceflors ar their coroe 
nation, fhould make their oath to defend*he Chritlian Re. 
ligien, He cbrained great victory againli Danes and Bri. 
tain+*: andrecouerine all his lards loft in King Donalds 


time,enlarged his bounds with Northumberkand,Curber 


and WeſmerJand ; and being confederate with eA larede 


Kivg of England, the foreſaid lands to remaine perpetually 


to be poſſefied by the Scots, 

Then after the King to reprefle Triſhmen, that were 
come into Scotland, who had robbed the people,and made 
ſundry incurfions,be followed with a great armie; and lan-« 
ding it1 Ireland, vanquifhed Prennixzs and Cornelis, two 


Princes ef Ireland with the whole Nebles of treland , and 


vangu.ſhed ſundry townes,' and befieged DuBlin with a 
firong fiege, where their yourg Prince Dxrcare was, to 
whom the Crowne of Ireland appertained : at laft the 
Towne was rendred (and the King made ProteRor during 
the Princes mivority ) withall the fortes, and threeſcore 
pledges. The King returning with his victorious armie, 
and the pledges of the Nobles of Jrejand; and' holding 
cood pace the reft of his dayes, he died in peace the eigh- 
teenth yeare of his raigne, buried in Tcolmkill : he builded 
thecitie of eAberdene.

Beginning of the 
Normanes, 
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EFraunce , committing great cruelty ypon the people there. 
AndbecauſeC Hr AR IL  s the great then Emperour , was 
implicat with frequent warres in Italy, againſt che Sara- 
zens. The Danes raged with ſuch open cruclty,that great 
bonds of France appeared to come vnder their Dominion, 
- 'Emperour Cherler after bis returne from Italy.came with a 
great armic to reſiſt the Danes,and they ( nothing affraid ) 
went forwardto meete him in their awful manner. The 
Princes of Fraunce, knowing the great ferocity of the 
Danes, prouedand exerciſed in all partes wherethey were 
afſayled ; and ſeeing them by frequent victory ſo infolent, 
that bur by great ſlaughter they might not be vanquiſhed, 
perſwaded the Emperour Charles to make peace with the 
{faid Rowland, that their Realme ſhould notbe in tcopardy 
or put to extreme danger, through the wars both in Ital 
and Fraunce. Peace was corroborate and contraRed with 
the Danes on this manner : The Emperour (barles his 
daughter ſhall be giuen in marriage to Rowland, and hee 
with all the Danes, ſhall receive the Chriſtian faith, and in 
the name of Dowry, ſhall haue allthe landes which were 
named New#tria,lying betwixt Deip , Picardy , Paris, and 
Bartany. Theſe landes were then after Rowland called 
Normandy, Rowland made King of Normandy by receipt 
of Baptiſme,was named Robert, and ordayned to pay for 
the ſaid lands one yearely tribute to the aforeſaid (harles 
and his poſterity , to ſignifie that the ſaid landes were not 
conquered,but onely giuen from the Crowne of Fraunce 
in marriage. The yearc thatthe Normans began to raigne 
in Normandy, was from the Incarnation of Chriſt $86, 
eares. The valiant deedes done by the Danes, in ſundrie 
parts of the world was in great admiration to all people, 
Rewland called Robert begat on the Emperour { harles his 
daughter. W1LLIA mM who ſucceeded after his father. 
To Wilkam \uccceded Ric uarp thefirſt, to him ſuc- 
ceeded R1iCHARD theſecond, who had two Sonnes 
RoztRTandGvsrTARD: Robert begat Wir x 1- 
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a if the baftard, Duke of Normandy, who conquered Eng- 
land, and vanquiſhed both Engliſhmen and Danes, and 
pofſeſt the crowne thereof.

78 Dvre vs Micolumbulonne began his raign the 
year of the world 493 1.the yeare of Chritt 961 . afcerthe 
ragin 1291 .a good Prince & ſeuerclulticiar, He was tray- 
terouſly murthered by one Donalde Captaine of Forres 
in Murrayland, and his wife was buried ſecretly vnder a 
bridge at Kinlus . The murtherers being apprehended 
were ſeuerely executed and put to death the 5, yeare of his 
raigne,and buricd in Icolmkill, , 

79 Cv Lit nv s I»dalfus lonne began his raigne the 
yeare of the world 4936. the yeare of Chriſt 966, atter the 
raigne 1296. he was marryed to the King of Brittaines 
daughter, avitious Prince killed by Rodardius anoble man 

at Meffen, whoſe daughter he had defloured, the 4. 
yeare of his raigne,and buried in Icolmkill. 

$0 KENNETH vS tertiis Dufſus brother began his 
raione inthe yeare of the world 4940. in the yeate of 
Chriſt 970. after the raigne 1300. one valiant and wiſe 
Prince and ſeuere Tuſticiar, for one time he cauſed coo. no- 
table theeues to be hanged on vgibbets,and inhibited their 
bodies to be taken downe, beſide the Cafttell of Bertha to 
giuc example to others. The Danes with a great Fleete 
of ſhips arrived in the mouth of Taye, and deſtroyed the 
towne of Mountroſe, killing all the people & demoliſhing 
the wals , waſting the heb country comming thorough 
Angus, with great cruelty,and laying a ſtrong bh to the 
Cafile of Bertha. The King came with a great army, there 
followed a dangerous andcruell battaile , with yncertaine 
victorie, valiantly defended on both parties. Atthe laſt one 
Haye with his two ſonnes, enforcing the Scots that were 
fugitive , to returne , and by theirvaliant courage renew. 
ing battaile,the Danes were vanquiſhed and fugitive ,the 


mog 


moſipart of them beingfl ine . 'The-King enriched FHaye 
and his ſonves,giuirig them a great part of the ſpoile of the 
Danes,with as much land as a Falcon flew. over , of one 
mans hand vacill ſhe lighted, called the Falcons ſtone. So 
he obteined the whole lands betweene Tay and Arrole, 
Gxe miles of lengrh and foure of breadth. This was the be- 
ginning ofche noble and ancient ſurname of Hayes de- 
corate with great honours, riches, and lands, valiant de- 
fendours of the realme of Scotland: This noble King, (ſo

concerning the Kings, and inſtituted. The King being 
deceaſcd , his eldeſt ſonne or Nephew notwithflanding 
what age ſocuer he were of, and though he were borne 
after his fathers death, ſhall ſuctced tothe crowne. 

The Nephew borne on the Kings ſonne ſhalbe preferred 
before the Nephew gotten on the Kings daughter , and 
the Nephew gotten by che Kings brother ſhalbe preferred 
before the Nephew gotten on his fiſter: Theſe lawes to be 
obſerued among(tall other nobles in ſucceſſion of their 
heritage, 

When the King is young , one noble man of great pru- 
dence and authoritie, ſhalbe choſeo goucrnour of the 
Realme vntill the King come to age of fourteene yeares, 
and then the King to-gouerne his Rea)me by his owne 
authoritie,

All other inheritours ſhall ſucceede to their fathers he- 


ritage after the expiration ofone and twentic yeares , and 
within that time they ſhalbe gouerned by curatours 
or euardians,and vntill thoſe yeares be outrunne, they 
ſhall not be admitted to claime their heritage : He pro- 
claimed his ſonne Malcolme Prince of Scotland and Lord 


of Cumber and Weſtmerlaad , Once when the King was - 


lying in his bed, he heaps a yoice ſaying, O Kennerb belicuc

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not \ that the curſed killing of Prince Malcohne is hid 
from God ( O thou vnhappy tyrant which tor defire of the 
crowne ) haſt killed an innocent, inueding thy neighbour 
withtreaſonable mnrther , which thou wouldefi haue 
puniſhed with. moſtrigour, if it had bin done by any o- 
ther perſon then thy ſelfe. Therefore thou haſt incurred 
ſuch hatred of God,that thou and'thy ſonne ſhalbe ſud- 
dainly killed , for thy nobles are conſpired againſt thee. 
The King was greatly aftrayde of this voice, and being 
very penitent , confeſſing his offence to a Biſhop , who 
comforting him , he did iundry good workes , appertai- 
ning to a Chriſtian Prince , Ar the laſt King Kemnneth com- 
ming to the Caſtell of FETHERCARN was( as ap- 
peared) thankfully received byFENE LL A Ladythere- 
of, where in the midle of the Caftle moſtcuriouſly wrought 
was an Image of brafle, the ſimilitude of the King , with a 
golden apple in his hand. The King perceiving the ſame 
 (fuſpetingno treaſon ) counſelled by the ſaid Lady be- 
ing alone in the tower , the Caftle being apparelled with 
rich Tapefiries of golde & filke ouerlayed or thicked with 
copper , The King caking the apple with violence out of 
the hand of the Image, immediately the titups of the Croſle 
bowes were throwne vp ( being made with ſuchengyne ) 
one of them ſhot the King thorough the body. The Lady 
was fugitiuc . There he died the 24. yeare of his raigne, 
buried in Icolmkill. 

8: ConsTANTINvVS quwartus ſurnamed Calums; 
Culenus lonne beganto raigne ( vſurping the crowne ) in 
the yeareof the world 4964. in the yeare of Chrift 994.

King Robert and his heires. In this time Hanton an En- 
glſhman) tor the killing of one Spencer came into Scot- 
land, and was courteoufly receiued by King Robert , and 
rewarded him with the lands of Cadyowe, whole poſteri- 
' tie is ſpread in great number, now called Hamiltons en- 
dowed with great honour and riches. King Robert died at 
Cardroſe the 24.yere of his raign,buried in Dumfermling. 

After this tune Sir [James Dowglaſſe (as moſt worthy 
champion) was choſen by the Nobles to paſſe with king 
Roberts heart to Jeruſalem,and there to cauſe to bury the 
ſame within the temple beſide the Sepulchre of our Lord, 
conforme to the ſaid kings direEion, becauſe he had a- 
uouched or yowed, till he had paſt with a great armie in 
defence of the Chriftian taith againſl the Turkes and Sa- 
racens (if he had not beene hindered or Rayed by watres 
at home) and now prevented by death, 

Sir James Dowglaſſe willingly obeyed, as he that roi 
faithfully bad ſerued King Robert in his life time, and in- 
cloſing the heart ina caſe of gold, enbalmed wich ſweet 
ſpices, and precious oyntments, accompanied with Sir 
Wuliam Sinclar, and Sir Robert Logaxe,with many other 
noble and valiant men, paſt and buried the ſaid heart with 
great reuerence and folemnity at the place appointed, 
Therefore the Dowglas buries the bloudy heart in their 
armes or Coat, | There

| There after Sir [James Dowglaſſe with his noble and va- 
liant men accompanied with other Chriftian Princes 
then preſent : Many times obtained greet viRtoric again} 
the Turkes and Sarazens. So that by his often victories 
he purchaſt great honours of the Chriſtian name. Purpo- 
ſing to returne home, by tempeſtuous winds, was come. 
elled to Jand in-Spaine vpon the borders of Granad, 
where he aſſiſting the King of Aragon in his warres a- 
gainſt the Sarazens, obtaining great viRtories. Ar laſt(be. 
ing negligent of himſelfe ) was incloſed with one am- 
buſhmenr purpoſely lead for himiby the Sarazens, he and 
his moſt yaliantly defending were vanquiſht and killed 
with all his Nobles and valiant men, 
Thus ended the Noble and valiant Dowg/aſſe,one of the 
moſt worthy and renowned knights that was in, his daies. 
It is chronicled that he was victorious againſt the Turks 
and Sarazens, thirteene times, and again(t others his ene- 
mies in battellfiftic ſeuen times in memory of the Dow- 
glaſſe,in our time there was a port orgate in Danskin cal- 
led the Dowglas port. Now reedified ſumptuouſly (called 
the Hochindure )the high port,alſe there are ſundrie Earls 
in the Eaſterne parts of that name, and ſpecially one was 
called Graue or Earle Scorxe, a great Nicromancer, his 
title was ſeronimns Scotus, Graue or Earle of Dowglaſſe, 
his brethren dwell in Italy. ;

is the firong Caſtle of Carrick, builded vpon a rocke, 
within Loch goyle , there is alfo the Colledge of 
Kilmun, the water of Awe runnethout of Loch-how, and 
is the onely water of all that countrey that doe run in the 
Dewcalidon Sea. South and by VVeſt from Knapdall li- 
eth Kantere: The head Jand of the countrey right ouer 
ayain(t Ireland,deuided by the ſea,of the breath of ſixteen 
miles onely. In Kantere is the Caſlles of Dunauerty, and

and being narrow at the mouth,the water kept in betwixrt 
two high bankes, and ſpreading wide inward, makes the 
forme of a Stanke,or rather of a Loch,a place where ſhips 
may lie fure as in a hauen adiacent with Calkmananfhire, 
lies Fyffe, beginning at the towne of Torre-burne!, with 
the caſtles of Torre, Cromby, Pickfirran, PiRtincreiff,;the 
rowne of Dumfermling and Abbey thereof, founded by 
King Daxid the firft, the Kings of Scotland were buried 
there a long time,the Pallace therof now repaired by the 
Queenes Maiefties comand, & charges where the Earle of 
Dumfermling Chancellor of Scotland hath his reſidence, 
The towne of Lymkellis with the cafile of Roſlynh, the 
towne of the Queens ferry vpen the North.

Ie of May twelue miles from all land inthe German ſeas 
lies a great hidden rocke called Incheape, very dangerous 
for nauigators, becauſe it is onerflowed euery tide. It is 
reported ia old times vpon the ſaid rocke,there was a Bel 
fixed vpon a tree or timber,which rang continually,being 
moued by the Sea, giuing notice tothe faylers of the dan- 
ger.This Bell of Clocke was put there,and maintained by 
the Abbot of Aber-brothok,and being taken downe by a 
Sea Pirote, whoa yeare thereafter periſhed vpon the ſame 
rocke with ſhip and goodsin the righteous iudgement of 
God. Retutningto the ancient towne ef Jnnerkething, 
adioyning thereto is the moti comfortable and ſafe refuge 
for ſaylers in time of ftorme,ca)led Saint Margarets hope, 
The caſtles of Dunnybirſill , Dalgatic, and Fordell, the 
towne and caftel of Aberdour, the Loch of Cowſtoun, the 
caltell of Octerſtoun, the towne of Brunt-Iland , with 
the cafile, the caſtels of Balmuto, Balwery, Hal-randes, 
and Raith. The towne and callell of Kingorne,the cafiles 
of Seyfield, fand Abbets-kall : the towne of Kirkealdy,

The Citic of SanRandros, the Mcetropolitane and Arch+ 
biſhops Seat, with a ſtrong Caſtle and Abbey decored 
with three Vniuerſities for learning in all ſciences, In 
old time the Churches in this Citie moſt curionſly and 
ſamptuouſly builded , and now decayed from this Citic 
Weſt ypon the water of Eddin lies the Caftles of Ny- 
dy, Rumgary, Dairley , Blebo. The-rowne of Cowper, 
the chiefe Iuſtice ſeate, the Caſile of Corſtoun, the Callle 
of Struther, the Lord Lendfayes principall reſidence, 
the Caſtles. of Ingliſhtarwet , Craighall , Bruntoun, 
Balgony, the towne of Merkinſche, the towne of Falk- 
land with the kings Palace, with a pleaſant parke aboun- 
dant, with Deares and other wilde beaſts. The towne 
Stramiglo with the Cafile, the Loch of Roſly, with the 
Tower thereof Hill-Carney and Nacbtoun. The two 
promontories called the Loumonds, the towne of Leſlie 
with the Caſlle, the Caſlles of Stratth-Endrie, and Ar- 
nat, the Loch of Inchgaw, with the Cafile within , the 
Caſtles of Dowhill, Killerny, Ady, Cleiſch, the Loch of 
Loch-lewin with a ftrong Caflle, aboundant in all freſh 
Hſhes, with the New-houſe adiacent thereto, the Cafile 
of Burley , the Lord: Burleyes reſidence, the Cafile of 
Balluaird , the towne of Newbrough , the Abbey of 
Lundors, the Lord of Lundors relidence. The Caſtle 
of Bambreich, the. Earle of Routhous ſpeciall refi- 
dence, The Abbey of Balmerinoch, The Caflles of 
Collarny, Ferne, Perbroth , Mordecarny , Maquhany, 
Forret, Kynneir , the towne of Lucers, with the Caſtle, 
the Caſtles of Earleſhall, Colluthy, the rownes of Eaſt 
and Wefi Ferreis, the riversin Fyiff ate Lewin , Eddin, 
Ore, Lochty, the two Quichis, the waters of Largo, 

Kendlie, and Stramiglo. | 
This countrey is abundant in cornes,fruits beſtiall, and 
all ſort of fiſhes, with abundance of cealc and ſalt; and all 
- the 
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the aforeſaid Sea townes, very populous and wel ſhipped. 
$traitherne taking name from Erne,which runneth out of 
Locherne. The principal country of Perth-ſhire js diuided 
on the South from part of Fiffe, Kinroſhire & Clakmanan- 
ſhire by the Ochel hilles, the tops of the hils ſerving for 
march z for as the water ſprings doe fal} cowards the 
North, they belong to Straithern, and as they fall towards 
the Sonth they appertaine to Kinroſhire, Culroſhire, 2nd 
Clakmanan ſhire, by ambitio divided:in old times all their 
three ſhires were vnder the juriſdiftion of Perth, The 
Stewartrie of Mentieth,liand in Perth ſhire, wherein lics 
the Abbey of Inch-mahomo with the caſtles and rowers 
of Cardroſe, Archopple, Balinton, Q1olze , Burnbanke, 
Row,Keir,Knockhill, Calendar, Leny , Cambuſmore, 
Torre and Lainricke,lying vpon Teith water, giving the 
name to Montieth. The {trong Fort and calile of Downe . 
Nowtowne, Argatie and Kirk-bryd , the Eirle of Mnn- 
teichs refidence. Next lies in Perthſhire,the citie of Dum- 
blane, the Biſhop of Dumblans reſidence , the caſlles and 
towers of Kippinroſe , Cromlix , Buttergafſe and cafile 
Campbell, Returning to the towne of Abirnethy, ſome- 
time the Metropolitane citic of the Pies, liand in Strai- 
chern,marciing with Fiffe, where the Earle of Anguſle 
hath there Sepulchres. By Mugdrum and Balgony run- 
neth the river of Erne in Tay, which is the greateſt river 
in Scotland. Art the feote of the Ochellis lies the caſtles 
& towers of Craigpotte,& Knight-potte,Fordel, Ardroſe 
Balmanno,Exmagirdle and Forgon , where the water of 
Meth flowed from the Ochellis,giuing name to the cafile 
ef Innermecth,the Lord of Innermeths reſidence. The ca- 
les and Towers of Condie , Keltie, Garuoke , Duncrub, 
Newtowne,Glenaigles,the towne of Doning and Auch- 
tirardour,the caſtle of Kincardin , the Earle of Montroze 
ſeciall refidence,the caſtles of gether Gaske and Tulli- 
bardin,the Earle of Tullibardin ſpecial] reſidence, the ca- 


les and towers of Aurchtermachonie, Orchell, Pannels,

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Ardoch,Braikoch and Crai reſſie. The caſtle of Drym- 
men,the Earle of Perths refidence: the caſtes and towers 
of Balloch, Petkellany,and Borcland. 

Betwixt Erne and Tay lieth Eaſter and Weſter Rindes: 
the caſtles and towers of Fingaske,Kinmonth , Elcho Ab- 
bey and caſtle, Eafter and Weſter Montcreifhs, Malar,Pet- 
thewles, Balhouſfſie: the ancient bourgh of Perth, pleaſant- 
ly ſituate vpon the river of Tay, betwixt twocommodious 

reene fields or Inches, founded by King William. , firna- 
med the Lion, after the aboliſhing of the caſtle of Bertha 
by inundation of waters,about the yeare of Chriſt 12 x ©. 
theKing giuing great and ample priuiledges to the ſajd 
burgh,decored witha large andlong ſtone bridge ouer 
Tay,of eleven Arches,partly decayed, & now reedifying ; 
hauing reaſonable commodities for ſhipping, with good- 
ly fiſhinge. of olde decored with ſundry Monaſteries, and 
ſecially the Charterhouſe now demoliſhed, The firong 
_ caſtle of Dupplin, the Lord Oliphants ſpeciall refidence : 
the caſtles of Huntingtore ( of olde called Ruthwen ) the 
caſtles and towers of Methwer,Bachilton, Logyalmond, 
Cultmalindis, Tibbermure, Tibbermallow,Keillour, Gor- 
thy,Trewn and Strowane,the town of Fowlis, the caſtles 
and towers of Culcoquhay, Abircarny, Inchbreky, Mony- 
zard,Carriwechter, Fordee,Comrre, Williamſtowne and 
Durndone, with the town of Creifle, Octhirtyre and Mil- 
nabe : the abbey of Incheftrey , the Lord of Incheftreyes 
rel1dence, Innerpeftry, the Lord of Mathertyes ſpecial - 
dwelling. Betwixt Almond and Tay lies the Stormond 
of Straitherne, wherein is the cafiles and towres of Stra- 
thurd,ypper Bachels, Inchſtrewy,Ochtirgewin, Arlywicht 
Tulhbelrane, Innernytie, Inchſtuthil, Murthlie,the aunci- 
ent demoliſhed caftle of Kinclewin , where the water of 
Ila runneth in Tay. In their countries are the riuers of 
Farg,Meth,Erne,Vrdachy,Schiochy,and Lochtre, falling 
in Almond, where Lous werke made of Rlone, receives a 
great chanuell of water,pafſing to Perth, whereon fiands

A briefe deſcription of Scotland. g1 * 
many mils,and filling the ditches to Spey tower,thereſt of 
Perth is compaſſed with a tone wal. The citie of Dunkeld 
the Biſhops ſeat ſituate vpon Tay, with little Dunkeld, 
the water of Brane fals in Tay,giuing the name to Strait- 
brane, wherein is the .caftle of Trocharry : adiacent to 
Dunkeld lies thc caſtles and towers of Rotmel] , Carny, 
Cluny, Loch and caftle Gowrdy , Mekithour, ' Lethandy, 
Gleſclun, Drumlochy, Gormoke, Blair, Ardblair,Craig- 
hall,Rettray and Forde. 

In Straithardell, named from the water of Ardell, lies 
the caſtles and towers of Morkley, Affintulle, and Inncr- 
throsky: in Athole liand in Perthſhire, is the great and 
ſtrong caſtle of Blair , the Earle of Atholes ſpeciall refi- 
dence; the caſtles and towers of Strowane , Ballachan, 
Balladmyn, the olde demoliſhed cafile of Muling, the 01d 
demoliſhed cafile of Logyrait, where the water of Tyn- 
mell,flowers in Tay, the Caſtles of Garntully, the firong 
fortrefle of Garth vpon a greatrock,the Caſiles of Weme, 
Balloch, Finlarge, Glanurquhar, Lawers, and Migeerny 
in Glenlyon where the water of Lyon runneth in Tay," 
The water of Tay commeth forth of Lechtay, in Broad- 
Albin, which Loch is foure and twentie miles of length. 
There is other countries (as Rannoch, Balquhidder ) 
lying betwixt Athole, Argyle, Lorne and Lochaber yn- 
knowne to the Author, Returning to Gowry, and the 
reltof Perthſhire lying betwix Tay and Anguſle, whete 
lies the Caſtles and Towers of Stobhall, Campſcy, Byrs, 
Petcur, Ruthwens, Ban, Camno, Balgillo, Moncur,Inch- 
ſtur, the ancient and renowned Abbey of Scone, where 
the kings of Scotland were crowned, from the cxtermi- 
nion of the Pi&s, vnto the time of King Robert Bruſe, at 
which time the fatall Marble chaire was tranſported to 
Weſtminſter by Edward the firſt (furnamed Longſhanks) 
King of England. This Abbey was ſumptuouſly builded, 
now wholy decayed: apart whereof is reedified, and 
pleaſantly repaired by the L wm of Scone, being his 1 _

ciall reGdence : The Caſties and towres of Poknyl!, Pite 
findy, Balthiok, Rait, Kilſpindie, Fingask, Kynnarde, Me- 
ginſhe, Murey, Hill, Perfour , the towne and Pallace of 
Arroll, the Earle of Arrols reſidence, Leyis, Inchmarrtine, 
Monorgund, Huntley and Innergowry. 

Theſe countreyes (all in Perthſhire) are right plen- 
teous and abundant in all kind of cornes,, beſtiall, and all 
ſort of fiſhes, and all other neceſlaries for the ſuſtentation 
of man, and Athole abounds in all kind of wild beats and 
fowles with wild horſes, 

Next adiacent to Gowry lies Anguſle , beginning at

_ Caftle of Glammis, the-Lord Glammis ſpecial reſidence, 
The towne of Killy-mure , the Cafiles and Towers of 
Lowry, Brigtoun, Thorntoun, Innercichtic, Kilkaudrum 
and Quich, Clouoy, with parks and woods , Innerquha- 
ritie, and Quich, Glen-Ilay, Wain, Dyſart , Roſie, the 
Caftle of Fyn-hcauin, the Earle of Crawfurds fpeciall re- 
fidence, The Caflles and Towers of Melgund, Flemyng- 
toun, Woodwre, Bannabreich , old Bar, with the Parke 
Carreſtoun and Balhall, the Citie and Caftle of Brechin 
the Biſhops reſidence. The Caſlles and Towers of Dun, 
Craig, Edzell, Balzordy, and Newtoun. Fhe towne or | 
brugh of Dunde,firongly builded with ſtone houſes, right 
populous, and induſtrious with good ſhipping, and a 
commodious hauen : a pleaſant Church with aright bigh 
one (iceple,the caſtles of Duddope and Autherhouſe,the 
Earle of Buquhans ſpecial reſidence. The Caſlles.& towers 
of Strickmartin,Clawers, Mayns, wefter Ogyll,Ballumby, 
and Claypotres,the ſtrong fortreſſe & Caſtle of Bruchty, 
ypen arocke inuironed withthe Sea.The townes ofnorth 
Ferrey,and Monyfuth, the Caſlles and townes of Auchin- 
leck, Eafter and Weſter Powreis, Glen,, Drumkilbo, and 
;Teling, 
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Tcling, The towne of Forfarre with a demoliſhed Caflle, 
with a Loch and an Ile therein with a Tower, Caffic, Lo- 
ymegle, Barnzſlaird, Iancrkelour, the demoliſhed Ab- 
cy of Reſenneth, with a Loch, and the Lech of Resko- 
bow, the Caftles and Towers of Woedend, Balmeſhan- 
noch, Hakerſtoun ; Balmady, with a Loch Balgayis de- 
moliſhed,the Caſtles and Towers of Turings, Chl 
ny, Guthrie, Garne , Fernell, and Boſhane : The Lord 
Osgilbics ſpeciall refidence,the townes of Barre, and Pan- 
bryde; the Caflles of Duniken, Pammure; and Kelly, 
the towne and ancient Abbey of Abirtrothok ; with the 
Caflle, the Caſtle of Lethame, and Ethy ; where a Fal- 
conengendes yearely vpon a high rocke paſt memorie of 
man, The Caſtles and Towers of Enblackmond , Calli- 
ſtoun, Biſack, Ardbeky, and the jred Caftle, the Caftles 
and Towers of Dunnenald, Vium, Craig, Bonyteun and 
Kinnarde. "x 

The ancient towne of Mont-Roffe, with a commodi- 
ous harbery for ſhipping, and well ſhipped, this towne is 
all builded. with ſtone, and populous, aboundant with all 
kinde of fiſhes: the towne and Cafile of olde Mount. 
Rofle, and the Caftle of Wefterbracky. The rivers in An. 
pluffe are the water of Innergowery deuiding Gow 
from Angufle : The rivers of Dichty,Carbart, Ila, Brothar 
Lunnen, North and South Askis. This countrey of An- 
guſſe is plentifull and abundant in all kinde of cornes 
great ſtore of beſtiall, with all ſort of fiſhes withall other 
commodities neceſlary for man. 

Next adiacent to Angus is the Mernis, where are the 
townes Kincardin,Fordoun,& Beruy, Cowey and Stane- 
hyue, Galguein, with the Caſtles of Halgrein and Low- 
rifioun, the moſt firong Caſtle of Dunotter, with many 
pleaſant buildings within the ſame, ſituate ypon a-Rocke,

fiſhes : The Barrons and Gentlemen detefte contention

Notth from the Mernis is the mouth of the water of Dee, 
whete is fituate the ancient burgh and, merchant towne 
of Abirdene, wel builded & revowned for the Salmond- 
fiſhing thereof, well ſhipped,it hath a floriſhing Vaiuer- 
uerfitie for inſtruCtion of the youth, a pleaſant bridge buil- 
ded of ftoncs, at the mouth of the river Done, is lituatc 
the old Citic of Aberdone, which is the Biſhops ſeate, 
where alſo is a, goodly Colledge for learning in ſciences 
ſpecially in Philoſophy. 

| Betweene Dee and Done beginneth the countrey of 
Mar, growing alwaies wider and wider till it be three- 
ſcore miles length and comes te:Badezenoch. In Mar is 
the cowne.of Kinkardin of iNeil, the Caftles of Drum, 
Leyes, Skein, Monimusk, Halforreſt, the towne of Kyn- 
tor, the Caſiles of Abirgeldy, Lenturke, Corfle, Aſlun, 
 Kyndrymme , Innerhuchar, Cluny, Corfinda , Muchall, 
Cragywar, Torry ant) Cowgarth, Klenkindy, Buchholly, 
and New, Lochaber, Badzenoch and Mar, comprehends 
the breadth of Scotland betweene the two Seas.

with Yortiger , then King of the Britaine , againſt the

countrey ſtretches fartheſt in the Germane ſeas of all the 
countries of Scotland fertile in ftore,and cornes: And in 
it ſelfe ſufficient in all other commodities neceſlary for 
the countrey, there is abundance of Salmon and other 
fiſhes taken in all the waters thereof, except the water of 
Rattry, whereunto this day there was neuer any Salmon 
ſcene. Next Buehquhan-ypon the North lies Boyne, and

Nextypon the North is the water Spey , abundant in 
Salmond and allnew fiſhes, Endlong Spey lies Murrey- 
Land , wherein is ſituate the Citic of Elgyn vpen the wa- 
ter of Lofly,the Biſhop of Murreyes ſeat and ſpeciall refi- 
dence , with a Church moſt curiouſly and ſumptuouſly 


| builded, which now in part decayes. In Murrey are ma- 


ny ſtrong Caſlles & other ſtrong houſes, as the Caſtles of 
Blairy, Monyneſle,the ancient ſtrong Caſtle of Vrquhare, 
the Caflles of Spynay with a pleaſant Loch abounding 
in fiſhes, the Caſtles of Innes and Duffus, the Cafile and 
towne of Forres, the great Caſile of Tornuaye, the prin- 
cipall reſidence of the Earle of Murrey : The Caſtles of 
Cadall and KiJrauicke with divers Gentlemens flrong 
fone houſes adiacent about the towne of olde Erne. ln 
Murrey are two famous Abbeyes, Pluſcardy, and Kinlus, 
the Caſtle of Louat the Lord Louats refidence. There is 
alſo the moſt ancient-towne of Innernes, and the fron 
Caſtles thereof ftuare on the water of Nzs, which del- 
cends from a Loch,named Loch Nzs thirtic foure miles 
in length : this water of Nzs is alwaies warme , andne- 
ver freezeth, in ſuch ſort as in winter time, ycefalling in- 
£0 it is difſolucd by the heat therof : Weſt from Lochnes, 
there lies eight miles of continent ground: And that 
{mall peece is the onely impediment that the Seas ioyne 
nor, and make the remancat of Scotland an Iland : for 
al 
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all the land that hes betwixt the flrait and the Devucalilon 
Sea, is cutte bycreekes and Loches. of ſalt water run- 
ning into the Jand, 

From the mouth of Nzſſe, where it ente.s in the Ger- 
mane Sea, North lies Rofle, ſhooting in the Sea in great 
Promontories or heads. The countrey-of Rofle is of grea- 
ter length nor breadth, extending from the Germaue to 
the Deucalidon Sea, where it riſeth in crag2y and wilde 
hils,. and yet in the plaine ticlds thereof, there is as great 
tertilitie of corne a5 in any other part of ScotlanJ.There ts 
in Roſſe pleaſant dales with waters, &Loches full of fiſhes, 
ſpecially Lochbroome : It is broad at the Deucalidon tca, 
and pro wes narrow by little and little turning Southward 
from the other ſhore, the Qermane Seca (winning the 
ſcife an entrie betwixt highclintes). runs within the land 
in a wide boſome, and makes an healthſull port and ſure 
refuge again? all tempeſts and flormes : the entrie of it is 
cafie, and within it is a very fure haven, apainſt all iniu- 
ries of Sea, and a hauen for great nauies of ſhips. Loch- 
broome is abundant of Salmond and all other fiſhes. The 
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townes in Roſle are the City of the Channory,the Biſhops.

Next lies Caithnes, where it marches with Stranauerne is 
the furtheſt North countrey of all Scotland : and thoſe 
two draw the breadth of Scotland in a narrow front.
